HONORARY CONSULTANTS INCORPORATE 


On the 27th of January, the Association of Honorary Consul- 
tants to the Army Medical Library was incorporated under the 
Laws of the District of Columbia. It will continue in its present 
capacity as an advisory body to the Surgeon General in matters per- 
taining to the Army Medical Library. 


The Association is an outgrowth of an advisory board of out- 
standing physicians and librarians appointed by General Patterson 
in 1931. 

In 1943 Major General Norman T. Kirk, The Surgeon General, 
appointed additional Consultants and during the following year the 


Association met as a group. The number has steadily grown and 
today there are over 85 members. The Association is financed by 
the Rockefeller Foundation under the auspices of the American 
Library Association. 


THE GOLDEN MIRROR OF MEDICINE 


The Library has acquired a copy of the celebrated Chinese 
Golden Mirror of Medicine (Yu Tsuan I Tsing Chin Chien) the 
original of which was published in 1749. The set contains an intro- 
ductory volume and 90 volumes of text with numerous woodcut 
illustrations. Wong and Wu, History of Chinese Medicine describes 
this book as: “One of the best treatises on general medicine of 
modern times.” It was written in two sections by a staff of eighty 
persons in compliance with an imperial order. The first Section 
consists of 74 volumes on internal medicine, the second Section of 
16 volumes is on general surgery. 


The first 25 volumes contain corrections of the ancient classics 
of Chang Chung-Ching, the “sage” of medicine whose Essay on 
Typhoid was published in 217 A. D. Special chapters consider 
Parasitology, Leprosy and Inoculation which is known to have been 
practiced in China since the Sung dynasty, during the reign of 
Emperor Teu Tsung, 1023-1063 A. D. 
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LIBRARY COOPERATION 


An agreement has been reached between Mr. Francis R. St. 
John, Director of Library Services for the Veterans Administra- 
tion and the Army Medical Library, providing for the cataloging 
of Veterans Administration medical libraries. The work will be 
done in the Army Medical Library by specially detailed VA person- 
nel. Through this arrangement duplication of records and re- 
sources will be avoided. 

The VA medical libraries will use the AML classification in a 
simplified form.

The Office of the Publication Board, now the Office of Tech- 
nical Services in the Department of Commerce, was created by 
Executive Order as a clearinghouse for research reports previously 
withheld from general distribution for military reasons. Complete 
lists of these reports are contained in the Bibliography. of Scientific 
and Industrial Reports published weekly by the Department of 
Commerce. 

The original copies of all reports pertaining to medicine have 
been deposited with the Army Medical Library for photoduplica- 
tion servicing. The February 28th issue of the Current List of Medi- 
cal Literature contains a list of the reports received at the Library 
up to February 1, 1947, with index. The list will be brought up- 
to-date from time to time in subsequent issues. 

The reports will not be loaned but may be ordered on micro- 
film or in photostat at the prices stated. Copies of the issue of the 
Current List of Medical Literature containing the list of these re- 
ports may be had on request to the Army Medical Library.
